As the Profeffors confider themfelves to be bootd in honour not to 
divulge the unfavourable refult of an Cxamination, a Candidate may be

Ill; Each Candidate, fix weeks before one. of. the ftated days of 
public graduation, (ball deliver to one of the Profeffors a differtation on 
a fubjeét in ; Medicine, that it may be revifed by the Profeffr, and 
then fubjeéted to the’ confideration of the Faculty of Medicine. 

IV. The Candidate hall then undergo a fecond examination upon

V. . An aphorifm of Hippocrates is feleéted, of which the Candidate 
is to deliver an explanation and illuftration in writing ; at the fame time, 
a queftion of Medicine is propofed to “him, to which he thall return an 
anfwer in writing; illuftrated with @ commentary, and with refpeét to 
both thefe,-he is examined in the library by the Profeffors. 

VI. The.cafes of two patients, with queftions relative to them, are 
given to:.the Candidate, which he is required to illuftrate in writing, 
with proper folutions of the queftions. 

VII. - Upon’a report of the Medical Faculty of all thefe proceedings, 
with their approbation of the Candidate, his diflertation is publithed by 
authority of the SeNatus Acanemicus; he is required to defend it in 
the Common) Hull of the Univerfity, againit the’ Prof: {lars appointed to 
impugn it; and then, by aét of the Senarus Acavemicus, he is pro- 
moted to the higheft medical honours, with the. ufual folemnities, 

VUl. All thefe different exercifes ave performed, and each part of 
the trial carried’on in the Latin tongue. 

The public will judge with refpeé to the degree of accuracy and ftriét- 
nefs,in conducting thefe various parts of trial, from being informed, that 

‘there is feldom any year in which more than one Candidate is not re- 
mitted to his ftudies. At the fame time, the Profeflors mention, with 
much fatisfattion, that it--is-not encommon for Candidates, who-have 

been found unqualified, to apply afterwards to their ftadies with fuch 
diligence and fuccefs, that they have acquitted themfelves with great ap- 
plaufe in a fubfequent examination, to which they cannot be admitted 
until a year elapfe from the time of their fermér trial, 

Though a perfon offer himfelf a Candidate for a degree in Medicine, 
after applying to_the fludy of that fcience, during three years, in this 
or in fome other Univerfity, it, isto be obferved, that a confiderable 
proportion of the Graduates in the Univerfity of Edinburgh attend the 
Colleges of Medicine feveral years beyond that period. 

Befides the Leétures on the various branches of Medicine in the Uni- 


verfity; Clinical Leétures are delivered each year by two of the Profeffors | 


of Medicine, on the cafes of certain felect patients inthe Royal Infirma- 
ry, entrufted to their care by the Governors of that Hofpital, whem the 
Profeflors vifit, and forwhom they prefcribe in prefence of the Students. 
No perfon is admitted as a Candidate for a degree in Medicine, unlefs 
he has attended thefe Clinical Ledturts. Students have likewife an op- 
portunity of attending the ordinary. Phyficians of the Royal Infirmary, 
who vifit the patients every day, examine their cafes, and prefcribe in 
prefence of the Students, keeping regular journals of the progrefs of the 
difeafe, of the various prefcriptions, of the effeét of the medicines, and 
of the final iffue of the cafe, all of which are open to the infpeétion of 
the Students, and from which they may make extraéts. 

The medium number of Students of Medicine in the Univerfity of 
Edinburgh, for the feven laft years, has beer annually tour hundred.
